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DETAILED ACTION 

SEQUENCE RULE COMPLIANCE. 

This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for 
nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, 
this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.821-1.825 for the 
reason(s) set forth on the attached Notice To Comply With Requirements For Patent Applications 
Containing Nucleotide Sequence And/Or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures, 

Furthermore, each time a sequence is recited either in the claims or in the specificaiton, 
said sequence is required to be identified with a sequence identification number. 

Election/Restriction 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claim 1 , drawn to a polypeptide capable of specifically activating cytotoxic T 
lymphocytes in vivo, classified in class 530, subclass 300. 

II. Claims 47-5 1 , drawn to antibodies that immunoreact with said polypeptide, 
classified in class 530, subclass 387.1.

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions (I) and (U) are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (M.P.E.P. 806.05 
(h). In this instant case, a polypeptide could be used for several purposes, e.g. for biochemical 
assays, for making antibodies, and for making an affinity column to purify its antibodies. 

The sequence groups are patentably distinct because they are structurally distinct, and 
because each sequence is a distinct epitope which could independently activate cytotoxic T 
lymphocytes in vivo. Furthermore the antibodies to the above sequences are distinct, because each 
sequence is a distinct epitope recognized by the corresponding antibody.. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reason given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and because the searches for 
the groups are not co-extensive, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicants are required under 35 USC 121 to elect a single disclosed group for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted. 

Applicants are reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, 
the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 C.F.R. 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
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currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
